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Shedding light on 
storm’s outages

shed some light on the power out- 
ages that left many people in 
Wilmington in the dark during last 
week's monster snow storm. 

“It was a storm for the record 
books,” said Rucker of the blizzard 
that knocked out power in countless 
homes and neighborhoods through- 
out the community. 

It didn’t start out that way, said 
Rucker. RMLD first started taking 
the storm seriously on the morning 
of Monday, March 6. Throughout 
the day, the company received calls 
about a few fallen tree limbs “here 
and there.” By Monday evening, 
the number of calls did increase as 
the snow began to fall heavier, but, 
recalled Rucker, the situation in 
Wilmington and its surrounding 


communities remained “nice and 
comfortable.” 

Then, at 9:21 a.m. on Tuesday the 
7th, things got nasty. Electrical 
power to the National Grid trans- 
mission towers was disrupted, 
adversely affecting Wilmington and 
the other three towns that RMLD 
services. The region was dealt a 
colossal power outage when two 
transmission towers toppled along 
the transmission grid in Wakefield. 
When the three towers in Wakefield 
went down, it ricocheted into 
RMLD’s North Reading substation 
Lines in Tewksbury needed to be 
cut, so that all of new England 
would not be stuck in the dark. 

This created an unprecedented 
hurdle for Rucker and his crews 
because before RMLD could even 
travel throughout Wilmington and 
get the power back on in individual 
homes and neighborhoods it had to 
first solve the problem with the two

Year Action Plan. 

The Open Space and Recreation 
Plan Committee was appointed by 
Town Manager Michael Caira in 
February of 1999. It is comprised 
of sixteen members, including town 
officials. The members have a 
vested interest in Wilmington and 
share a desire to protect open 
space and promote recreational 
opportunities for the community. 

In July of 1999, the committee 
designed a survéy in an attempt to 
gauge residents’ attitudes regard- 
ing open space, recreational facili- 
ties, growth and community char- 
acter. Data was compiled from 
approximately 1,500 returned sur- 
veys. Results indicated that citi- 
zens were concerned about the loss 
of open space as it related to drink- 
ing water protection, the town's 
character, greenspace and wildlife. 

The results reinforced the goals 
that the committee set for itself 
and encouraged the development of 
the plan it will present on the 21st 
Such goals include protecting, pre- 
serving and enhancing open space; 
developing a plan to protect 
groundwater; continuing to develop 
park and recreation facilities; and 
preserving Wilmington’s cultural, 
historic and ecological heritage 
and character. 

Once implemented, Mr. Keeley 
suggests, the plan will help con- 
tribute to the preservation of open 
space in Wilmington before it dis.

Grass greener 
outside 
Lynnfield? 


“Raymond Grady, 3 
Candlewood Rd., met with the 
Selectmen recently and dis- 
cussed the provision in the char- 
ter which, he said, violates town 
employees’ rights as citizens to 
run for elected office with the 
exception of selectman,” notes 


“In a recent letter to the 
Selectmen, Grady said, ‘This is 
a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States of America 
and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, particularly the 
rights of citizens to vote and run 
for public office. It also violates 
for all citizens the right to vote 
for someone denied the right to 
run for public office; he stated. 

“Grady says the Town 
Charter does not allow a police 
officer or firefighter, part-time 
or full-time to run for any office 
such as school board, library 
trustee, planning board, or hous- 
ing authority. 

“He told the Selectmen the 
federal government places no 
restrictions on where one is 


employed regarding running for 
office.
